other successful caso died two years sud a half after tho operation of tuber* 
culosis, but during this time ho waa frco from all intestinal symptoms. In 
view of all tho facts tho authors draw tho conclusion that gastro-entorostomy 
is tho best operation for tho relief of stenosis of tho pylorus. Tho posterior 
operation, with sutures, is tho operation of choice, In a small number of 
cases gastro-enterostomy is contraindicated. These cases aro where tho 
Btomnch itself lias been much altered by tho swallowing of a caustic fluid 
and Is small and shrivelled up. In one Buch caso Uartman performed duo- 
denostomy. 
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Suprarenal Extract In Eyo Diseases.-- I)n. 0. E. dr Schweinitz states 
that suprarenal preparations aro valuable: 1. To rolieve hyperromla of tho 
conjunctiva when this Is caused, for example, by local Irritation, nasal 
catarrh, hay fever, eyestrain, etc. Under these circumstances adrenalin Is 
particularly valuable and may be employed in very dilute solution; for 
oxninplo. 1 drachm of tho 1:1000 solution in 2 ounces of distilled water, with 
10 grains of boric acid. 2. To relievo tho congestion, irritation, and 
lacrymation of ordinnry conjunctivitis and to combat blcphnrospnsnt. 3. 
To relievo Fruchjabra' catarrh, on which theso substances have a marked 
curativo cflect. 4. To relievo trachomatous pannus and various types of 
vascular keratitis and sclerilis, repeated instillations under these circum¬ 
stances reducing the vascularisaticn and allowing tho tissues a chanco to 
recover. 6. To enhaneo tho action of cocaine, eserino, and pilocarpino by 
promoting their absorption. Tho rdrcualin preparations are drat used and 
followed, during tho period of blanching, by tho drugs named. 6. To reduce 
tho tension of glaucoma. 7. To faciiiiato tho introduction of locrymnl 
sounds, tho preparation being first injected through the canaliculus. 8. To 
relievo ciliary pain in all forms of keratitis, iritis, and cyciitis witti glau¬ 
coma. 9. To modify and oven clear up certain opacities of tho cornea, for 
example, those which follow contusions and even tho opacities In syphilitic 
iritis. 10. To produco a cosmetic effect.— Therapeutic Gazette, 1902, sol.

Adrenalin In Qenlto-urinaiy Diseases,— Dr. A. von Frisch has em¬ 
ployed adrenalin in tho form of threo to five ounces of a 1:10,000 solu¬ 
tion in tho blnddcr for cystoscopic cases where there Is liability of hemor- 
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fhage, and In moat clues clear pictures were obtained. For operations for the 
removal of vesical tumors through suprapubic Incision tho bladder was 
treated with a 1:1000 solution, and tho onllro tumor with Its base could 
generally bo removed without tho slightest heinorrhsgo; but, slnco a dilata¬ 
tion follows the constriction, tho raw areas must bo carefully cautorlicd if 
they are not approximated by suture. Adrenalin Is also of great valuo In 
urethral stricture and prostatlc hypertrophy where sounding and catheter- 
Izlng are difficult, slnco a shrinkage of tho mucous membrane will follow and 
the canal will materially widen.— Wirntr tlinmhe Wothmuhrift, 11)02, No. 
31,8. 787. 

Therapeutical Properties of Lachnanthea Ttnctoria.-Dn. J. A. (Urd- 
NKR has Investigated tho properties of tho lachnanthes herb, which has been 
lauded as a specific for consumption. Ho finds it to consist largely of a 
resinous principle and somo body which Is precipitated by lead aubacetato 
and is solublo in water. Further, so small a doso as a drachm of an aqueous 
solution of the material obtained by alcoholic extraction of tho plant Is 
sufficiently powerful to kill guinea-pigs, white doses varying from 12 to 85 
minims of tho samo solution do not exert any inhibitory action upon tho 
progress of tuberculosis, but ratber seem to hasten It.—ionor/, 1!>02, No. 
4115, p. 72. 

Thorapoutio Application of Sodium Olnnamato.— Dr. Oir.nRRT Morgan 
says that tho therapeutic application of tho sodium clnnnmnto has been 
rendered practicable by tho discovery that this salt dissolves In glycerin to 
form a clear solution which can bo easily manipulated in tho hypodermic 
syringe. This preparation is more rcliablo than the emulsions usually advo¬ 
cated, innsmuch as no alteration of the salt occurs. Tho solution Is prepared 
by heating dry, powdered sodium clnnamato with tho puro solvent at a tem¬ 
perature of 360“ F., and In this way from 10 to 11 per cent, solutions aro 
readily obtained. It is important that tho salt should bo flnely subdivided 
in order to shorten tho heating process, which might othorwlso lead to decom¬ 
position of tho glycerin. Tho glycerin Is otherwise admirably adopted for 
subcutaneous use,—/sin eel, 1302, No. 4115, p, 66. 


Treatment of Tuberculous Laryngitis.— Dr. L. Ufrrm aays that despite 
tho apparently hopeless condition of, patients suffering from tuberculous 
laryngitis thero Is much that can bo dono for them to alleviate their suffer¬ 
ing Tho remedies generally employed for tuberculosis aro in place, espe¬ 
cially slnco tho affection of tho larynx is, In by far tho most eases, secondary 
to pulmonary disease. As a broad statement it may be said that the prog¬ 
nosis is fair If tho patients still are robust and without fover, if tho process 
in tho lungs Is not far advanced, and If tho changes In tho larynx aro cir¬ 
cumscribed and without tendency to spread along tho surfaco or into tho 
depths. In small ulcers, cicatrization may result after the use of 60 to 80 per 
cent, of ladle acid, with or without previous scarification. Tbo uso of tho 
single or double curctto is often followed by success, tho reaction being, as 
a rule, but slight. Oalvanocautcry also has Its advantages, tho sharp point 
being introduced into tho Infiltrated areas during Intervalaof ten days. This 
you 124, HO.
